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it was evident that a fatal effect had been produced by the mere contact 
of those slender threads. 

What is the nature of this subtle venom that resides in a creature 
apparently so low in the scale of being, so simple in structure, and al 
must homogeneous in substance? Worms, and the Jarva of insects that 
may be wounded, and even chopped into pieces, and yet survive for 
hours, die suddenly from a touch of these gelatinous threads? “I have 
sometimes,” says Baker, “forced a worm from a polype the instant it 
has been seized, at the expense of breaking otf the polype’s arms, and 
have always observed it to die very soon afterwards, without one single 
instance of recovery.” On the other hand, the tiny water-fleas, and 
other minute Crustacea, frequently escape with impanity even from the 
very mouth of the polype; for they are enclosed in a horny shell, which 
evidently protects their vital parts from the morbific touch. 

The microscope throws light on the question, and reveals a most 
elaborate system of offensive weapons with which these seft and slug- 
gish creatures are provided. According to Corda, each tentacle forms a 
slender membranevus tube, filled with an albuminous substance nearly 
fluid, mingled with seme oily particles. This substance, at certain defi- 
nite points, swells out into tubercles or dense warts, which run round 
the tentacle in a spiral line. Each wart is furnished with several spine- 
bearing vesicles, which are organs of touch, and with an organ of highly 
curious structure, which is the weapon of offence. 

The organ of touch consists of a fine sac, enclosing another with 
thicker walls, within which there is a small cavity. From the upper 
extremity, where the inner and the outer sacs are in contact, there pro- 
jects along cilium, or fine pointed bristle, which is not retractile, and 
appears to be immovable. 

The weapon of offence is placed in the midst of these spines, in the 
centre of each wart. It consists of an oval transparent sac, imbedded in 
the substance of the wart, with its perforated extremity exactly at the 
surface. At the bottom of the interior of the sac there is a body, in 
shape resembling a saucer, in the centre of which stands a small oval, 
solid body, bearing on its summit a calcareous dart, pointed at its ex- 
tremity, and bifid, or sagittate, at its base. This dart can be projected 
at the will of the animal, and again withdrawn into the sac. When the 
prehensile instinct is exerted, the darts are thrust out with force, and, 
entering the tissues of the prey, retain it; while at the same time, in all 
probability, a subtle but potent poison is injected, the effects of which 
we have already alluded to. 

But this is a modern discovery. The circumstance in the economy 
of these animals which appeared so anomalous, was the mode in which 
they were both naturally and artiticially multiplied. They were mani- 
festly animals, yet it was fuund that they could be propagated by slips 
or cuttings, like plants! In the warm weather of summer each polype 
is observed to shoot forth, from various parts of its body, little warts, or 
knobs, which increase rapidly, until in a few days they assume the form 
of the parent animal, each one being furnished with a circle of tentacles, 
though still attached at its lower end. The young one, which up to 
this period had received its nutriment from the parent’s stomach, from 
which a channel had communicated with its own, now catches prey 
with its own tentacles, the duct cluses, the connexion of the base with 
the mother becomes more slender, and at length the little animal falls 
off and commences independent lite. Such is the ordinary mode of in- 
crease—generation by gemmation. 

In autumn, the Hydra propagates by means of eggs, which are de- 
posited around the parent; the basal portion of her body being spread 
over them, and becoming a horny protecting skin. She immediately 
dies, and the eggs are hatched in the ensning spring. 

But these strange animals may be artificially increased at pleasure, 
and that by means which, to higher animals, would inevitaby de- 
stroy, instead of multiplying life. If the head of a polype, with all 
its tentacles, be cut off from the trunk with scissors, it will presently 
develop a new trunk and base, while the headless trunk begins to shoot 
out new tentacles; and thus, in a little time, two perfect animals are 
formed. If one of these be cut into three, four, or half-a-dozen pieces, 
each piece supplies the wanting parts, and so many animals are made, 
all as perfect and active, and endowed with the same functions, as the 
first. Nor does it signify in what direction the mutilation is made; a 
longitudinal, a diagonal, or a transverse division is equally successful ; 
nay, even a small portion of the skin soon grows into a polype. 

It was from this power of perpetual reproduction, that this singular 
animal received the name of Hydra, by which it is known among 
naturalists; as if it realized the ancient monster of fabulous story, whose 
heads sprouted anew as fast as they were cut off by Hercules. 

Most curious monstrosities were produced by the experiments of 
philosophers on these animals, especially by partial separations. If a 
polype be slit from the summit to the middle, one will be formed having 
two heads, each of which will capture and swallow food. If these 
again be slit half-a-dozen times, as many heads will be formed surmount- 
ing the same body. It now all these be cut off, as many new ones will 
spring up in their place, while each of the severed heads becomes a 
new polype, cipable of being, in its turn, varied and multiplied ad in- 











Jinitum ;—so that in every respect our little reality exceeds its fabulous 


namesake. 

The polypes may be grafted together. If cut-off pieces be placed in 
contact, and pushed together with a gentle force, they will unite and 
form a single one. The head of one may be thus planted on the trunk 
of another. 

Another method of uniting them, perhaps still more wonderful, is 
by introducing one within the other; the operator forced the body of 
the one into the mouth of the other, pushing it down so that the heads 
were brought together. After forcibly keeping it for some time in this 
state, the two individuals at length united, and a polype was formed, 
distinguishable only by having twice the usual number of tentacles. 

There is one species which can actually be turned inside out like a 
glove, and yet perform all the functions of life as before, though that 
which was the coat of the stomach is now the skin of the body, and 
vice versi. If it should chance that a polype so turned had young in the 
act of budding, these are, of course, now within the stomach. If they 
have arrived at a certain degree of maturity, they extend themselves 
towards the mouth of the parent, that they may thus escape when sepa- 
rated. But those which are less advanced turn themselves spontane- 
ously inside out, and thus place themselves again on the exterior of the 
parent. 

A multitude of other variations, combinations, and monstrosities, 
have been, as it were, created by the ingenuity of philosophers; but 
these are snflicient to give a notion of the extraordinary nature of these 
animals, and to account for the wonder with which they were regarded. 

The Hydra was, until lately, considered as an animal of very simple 
structure, being composed of mere granules of jelly, set in a glairy, en- 
veloping fluid. But the further we push our researches, the more are 
we disposed to hesitate in pronouncing on the comparative simplicity or 
complexity of any organism. We have already seen the elaborate array 
of weapons in the tentacles. M. Gervais has shown that the component 
granules of the body are of diverse forms, and, in all probability, sustain 
different relations to the general economy. The whole body consists of 
asac, with thin dilatable walls, enclosing a capacious cavity, which 
forms the stomach: the granules which border this cavity are conical 
papillx projecting into the stomach, and are supposed to have a digestive 
function; the exterior series are lengthened, and constitute an integu- 
ment, while some of the intermediate ones are arranged in bands, which 
are, with little doubt, presumed to be muscular. The muscular bands 
in the tentacles are still more distinct, running in four series, which pass 
diagonally to and fro from side to side, forming lozenge-shaped spaces 
by mutual intersection. 
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THE FISHERMEN OF SANTA LUCIA. 


From “ Scampavias.” By Lieutenant Wise. 


Twilight had faded entirely, and as the lamps were beginning to 
twinkle along the quay of Santa Lucia, we strolled in that direction. 
Who ever visits Naples, should not omit a survey of all the shelly won- 
ders which surround the famous fishermen of Santa Lucia. 

Along the seaside of the broad causeway, against the heavy stone 
copings, are arranged the upright stands of these bronzed old fishers, 
There is not one of them who could not stand, without a blush, fora 
study for Masaniello, or yet for San Antoine himself. Look at them! 
Did you ever see such a corps of bony-flippered, salt-water, corrugated 
old faces—every furrow and wrinkle in their weather-beaten cheeks cut 
as deep and clear as the waves off Cape Horn. Those skinny throats 
and amphibious legs, too, with their impervious raiment, looking, for all 
the world, like quilted brown seaweed! They are, indeed, the beau 
ideals of fishermen. Their names are legibly painted over the sectional 
boxes—names, too, of historical renown. Antonio Doria, Giacopo 
Machiavel, Giovanni di Bologna, Guiseppe Rinaldo, and half a score 
more of the like nobility, all waiting with a sharp little knife in their 
palms, for customers. 

But, by Saint Barnabas! what a variety of shell-fish. Oysters of 
goodly size, as clean and salty-looking as possible! delicately-fluted 
clams; snails—red ones and. green ones; muscles—similar to pretty 
pearl-handled pen-knives; then other nameless monsters, with long 
stickers, like miniature black porcupines—and all these tempting treasures 
tastily arranged in square shallow baskets. Whenever the venders 
wished to call attention to their activity or freshness, they would give 
the cases a smart rap, when all the shells from their cosy sea-weed beds, 
with a simultaneous and spasmodic start, would open their mouths, run 
out their feelers, and make a knowing and impatient wriggle, before re- 
suming their previous silent and observant manner. 

We lounged about for soine time, rapt in admiration of these case- 
hardened luxuries—vacillating between a desire to swallow a few, and 
fears of consequences. 

Our doubts, however, were put an end to, by the approach of a 
pretty woman, from a carriage hard by, who, without a moment’s hesi- 
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tation, seized a pair of the pearl-handled razor-fish, and cracking the 
transparent case with her pearly-enamelled teeth, the muscle put out 
its tongue, as if entranced at the fate of slipping so sweetly into the 
lady’s mouth, and was seen no more, - ? 

“We waited vo longer—our fears were dispelled—and stepping up to 
a merry old scamp, we shouted, “ Cos’ avete!” “Ah! Siqnori ? tutti 
JSrutti di mare /”—all the fruits of the sea—he replied, and forthwith he 
caught up a nice-looking oyster, inserted his sharp little blade at the 
hinges, the bivalves parted, a small, embryo fisherman stood ready with 
a minute pot of pepper and half a lemon, with both of which condiments 
he gave a dash and a squeeze, and we thus began in earnest. First an 
oyster, then a clam, now a snail, and again a muscle, until we had well- 
nigh tucked down the entire stock of bivalvous crustacea. Carefully 
counting the empty shells, after a long and oft-repeated negotiation, we 
succeeded, with infinite pleasure, in cancelling our pecuniary obligation. 
This, however, was effected in great good-lumor on both sides; when 
shaking the bony hand of our entertainer, we moved away to the oppo- 
site side of the strada. We looked into the wine shops, took a sip of 
eau de-vie, so disguised as to be unintelligible to King Alcohol himself, 
and then returned to our lounge among the Pescatori. 

By this time, the whole street, from the angle of the Arsenal to Cas- 
teluovo, was profusely illuminated, and crowds of people were strolling 
about, inhaling the fresh sea air from the bay, while the round, yellow 
moon flooded a broad rippling road over the water, from Sorrento. 

Presently we came to a broad flight of marble steps, and seeing the 
populace descend, we followed, not expecting, however, to be repaid for 
our explorations by aught else save the naked quay, with the clusters of 
boats and bathing-sheds lying in the vicinity. On descending, our sur- 
prise was great to find a broad, well-paved space, pitched with painted 
tents and awnings, small, neatly-spread tables standing about, while 
arched casemates ran under the street above, brilliantly lighted, and 
making as charming an al fresco restaurant as one would care to be- 
hold. 

On the brink of the quay were more of our friends the fishermen, 
with their ostriconi as appetizingly displayed as ever, while scale-fish, 
too, were shining and gleaming in their dying struggles, just out of the 
nets. Opposite, by the tables, were the cooks, with kettles of steaming 
macaroni, pyramids of grated cheese, platters of oil, and all prepared to 
reel off any amount of miles of “ pipe-stems made easy” the company 
might Gesire. There were tidy old women, too, rushing about, to at- 
tract the notice of wayfarers to their viands and salads; while charcoal 
fires burned ruddily within the casemates where the broiling and frying 
was carried on unceasingly, for the guests without. 

In a trice, we resolved to sup; and selecting a jolly good-natured 
old lady, we arranged the preliminaries at her tent. In the first place, 
we summoned Antonio Tasso—who, by the way, talked as if the whole 
world were deaf as stones—and after carefully examining his fish, we 
chose a beautiful mullet, whose tail was just quivering with its latest 
flap. 

After driving a bargain with Antonio, we carried off our prize, and 
consigned it to the coals of our own signora. Then we had clear and 
precise stipulations with this last named personage, with respect to the 
exact cost of every article we might consume. The bread was to be so 
much; the salad to be dressed with good oil and salt; there were a 
brace of tomatoes, at so many grani; and, lastly, there was to be a bot- 
tle of famous Capri bianco—no sweet wine, according to the proverb 
“ Guardate dacete di vin dolee,” but good sound juice, squeezed ever so 
many years ago, and pressed for the lips of Bacchus! 

The treaty being thus concluded, down we sat at table, adjoining a 
party of Swiss officers of the guard, with their wives and sweethearts 
beside them. We were not annoyed by beggars; for our hostess had 
placed a small boy and a sharp, to keep watch over us; and the lazaroni 
merely licked their chops at a respectable distance ; while, at the same 
time, a quartette of juvenile damsels were permitted to make music on 
harps and Jutes in the back-ground. 

Presently our mullet came, smoking hot, and was laid crispy brown 
on the board; then the bread; then the cool, brittle salad, with the to- 
matoes; and, finally, the rare old bottle of Capri. The Signora and 
Antonio Tasso shrieked in ecstasy, as we uttered sentiments of satisfac- 
tion, at the sight of our supper. The venerable white-capped cook came 
out from the casemate, with a pair of devil’s tormentors in one hand, 
and a casserole in the other, merely to admire us. The small, bright 
youth, attached as skirmisher to the establishment, warded off the beg- 
gars with decision and energy. Meanwhile, a trio of imps telegraphed 
in the distance for the bones of our mullet, making rapid pantomime by 
tossing their fingers down their wide-open mouths, in anticipation of 
those fragments, while at the same time they capered and danced to the 
chorus of “* macaroni! macaroni! ” 

‘Even the man with the white apron, who was ladling out of a huge 
earthen pot pickled star-fish, paused a moment to gaze upon us, and 
exclaim: “J signori Inglesi!” And the pretty, fat woman, with the 
smart Swiss officers, scattered bright smiles upon us, while she coqnet- 
tishly pulled her lover's moustache, and sucked a razor-fish, 
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Ah! al was delightfully al-fresco and Italian; and could we have 
convinced our stout friend Antonio Tasso that we stood no more in need 
of his ostriconi, we should have been in a state of perfect beatification. 

But the amiable Antonio was a logician, and extremely incredulous 
upon that point; and tripping up to our table every few seconds, and 
running through the entire gamut of his stock in trade, would implore 
us to name a fish, and “ whillup,” it would swim down our throats like 
oil: and he threw back his head, and went through the motion, by way 
of accompaniment. 

Nevertheless, we got on bravely with the repast set before ws, and, 
on finishing, it was by the severest effort of self-denial that we were 
prevented from rushing straight away to bargain for another mullet. 
For a miracle, too, our rotund hostess never grumbled at the price 
originally drawn up in the protocol, and since the amount was not un- 
reasonable, we gave a buona mano to the vigilant custode of the lazaroni, 
with a copper trifle to the aged cook. 

Then the young vultures, who had been dancing like demons, for an 
hour, pounced upon the crumbs of bread, morsels of salad and fish, 
while the indefatigable Antonio drained the last drops of the Capri, and 
carolled forth a note of thanksgiving, interspersed with an earnest ex- 
hortation for the bystanders to taste his ostriconi, 

The hostess patted us on the back, as we affectionately embraced her 
at parting, and hoped, by all the saints, J signori would come and test 
her good cheer again.

The German newspapers announce the deaths, at Breslau, of two of the 
Professors of that University—viz., Dr. Nega and Dr. Ludwig Gravenhorst. 
Dr. Nega was the Professor of Medicine, and one of the most esteemed phy- 
sicians in the town. Ever since the terrible inundations caused by the Oder 
overflowing its banks, the city has been visited by fevers of the most fatal 
kind; typhus, nervous fever, and small pox are committing sad ~~ 
even amongst the higher classes. Dr. Nega fell a victim to typhus. Dr. 
Gravenhorst was the Professor of Zoology, and author of many valuable 
scientific works, the best known and most interesting of which is the 
“'Tcheumonologia Europea.” His valuable zoological collection has long been 
the property of the University. 


A St. Petersburg letter informs us that the Academy of Sciences in that 
city has nominated the Rajah Radha Kanta Vahadura, of Calcutta, Marshal 
Vaillant, French Minister of War, and the Duke de Luynes, of Paris, honor- 
ary members, and Messrs. De Verneuil, Geoffroy Saint Hilaire, Flourens, 
and Garcin de Tassy, all of Paris, corresponding members. 


A periodical entirely devoted to scientific subjects is to be brought out 
this year in Naples, It is under the patronage of, and will be edited by, the 
Count of Syracuse, who will remunerate the contributors from his own 
private purse. It is to appear under the title of ‘‘ Giambatista Vico,” a 
celebrated Neapolitan author and scientific man, who died in the latter half 
of the last century. 


It is curious that though more than half a century should have elapsed 
since the death of Emanuel Kant, the great German Philosopher, there should 
still remain a considerable quantity of his manuscripts unpublished. Such, 
however, is the fact; nearly one hundred folio sheets of closely-written mat- 
ter have lately been found in the possession of a grand-nephew of Kant, who 
acquired them by inheritance, These remgins are said, by those who have 
had an opportunity of perusing them, to be full of interest, treating of the 
most abstruse subjects, and to be of considerable value. It is to be hoped 
that some publisher will be found enterprising enough to put them in type 
and give them to the world at large. 


We regret to observe the announcement of the death of the Rev. Dr. Med- 
hurst, of Shanghae, a colleague of Gutzlaff, Milne, Morison, and the early 
European missionaries in China. He died on the 24th ultimo, at 
the age of seventy-one only a few days after his return to England, after 
spending nearly forty years in the East, where his services were highl 
valuable as a linguist and interpreter, as well as a Christian missionary. His 
Chinese knowledge and experience might have been of essential use in the 


| present crisis of public affairs in that empire. Dr. Medhurst published a 


volume on “China: its State and Prospects ;” a Chinese Dictionary, Hek- 
keen dialect ; a Japanese and English Vocabulary; and other works of good 
reputation with Oriental scholars.

Goutp & Lixcoty favor us with several of their recent publications. ‘“ An 
Analytical Concordance to the Holy Scriptures; or, the Bible presented 
under Distinet and Classified Heads or Topies,” edited by John Eadie, D.D., 
LL. D., is one of the most important works, both in respect of magnitude 
and value, which has, in a long time, been issued. Some of its peculiar fea- 
tures are thus pointed out. “ At first view, it might not seem to differ 
greatly from certain other works designed to aid in the study of the Bible. On 
comparing it with such, however, it will be found to possess an essentially 
original and distinctive character. It differs especially, in some important 
particulars, from two classes of works to which it bears a general resem- 
blance,—the common Concordance and the Seripture Manual or Topical 
Text-Book. The design of the common Concordance is to assist the student 
in finding some passage of Scripture by means of a leading word; and that 
is its whole design. The design of this work, on the other hand, is to pre- 
sent, not a concordance of words, but a concordance of subjects. All those 
passages of Seripture which relate to one subject are brought together under 
one general head, and then distributed under many subordinate heads. It 
is apparent from this statement, that while the Analytical Concordance es- 
sentially differs from, it in no wise supersedes, the common Concordance ; 
each ministers to a distinet and independent purpose, but both are equally 
necessary to the Biblical student. Again: this Concordance differs from the 
common Manual or Topical Text-Book; and it differs in two important 
respects. First, the latter class of works are confined to theological or doc- 
trinal topics; the Analytical Concordance, on the contrary, embraees all the 
topies which are naturally suggested by the entire contents of the Bible. 
Second, the Topical Text-Book contains only a part of the Bible: this con- 
tains the whole. Thus, in all respects the Analytical Concordance is more 
comprehensive and complete than the class of works with which it is here 
It is, in short, nothing less than the whole Bible distributed un- 
der appropriate heads. The purchaser, therefore, gets not only a Concord- 
ance, but also a Bible in this volume. The superior convenience arising out 
of this fact—saving, as it does, the necessity of having two books at hand 
and of making two references, instead of one—will be readily apparent. 
Another feature of the work that deserves special notice is the Synopsis, 
This presents to view in a brief compass, and in the author’s own words, 
what in the Concordance is spread over many pages, and is expressed in the 
language of Seripture. It will be found of no small value in giving unity 
and clearness to the conceptions of the student. In addition to the Synop- 
sis, there is also an Index, embracing nearly two thousand leading words, 
arranged in alphabetical order. That such a work as this is of exceeding 
great convenience, is matter of obvious remark. But it is much more than 
that: it is also an instructive work. It is adapted not only to assist the 
student in prosecuting the investigation of preconceived ideas, but also to 
impart ideas, which the most careful reading of the Bible in its ordinary ar- 
rangement might not suggest. Let him take up any one of the subjects— 
Agriculture, for example—and see if such be not the case. This feature 
places the work in a higher grade than that of common Concordance. It 
shows it to be, so to speak, a work of more mind.” ‘Modern Atheism under 
its Forms of Pantheism, Materialism, Secularism, Development, and Natural 
Laws,” by James Buchanan, D. D., LL. D., Divinity Professor in ‘‘ The New 
College,” Edinburgh, and author of “The Office and Work of the Holy 
Spirit,” is a work that has met with very distinguished approbation. The 
author is one of the most distinguished divines of the Free Church of Scot- 
land, and his various lectures have achieved for him a high reputation as a 
vigorous Christian logician and elegant writer. “ Heaven,” by James Wil- 
liam Kimball, who says :—‘ The philosophie among us regret that our citi- 
zens are so absorbed in business as to leave themselves no leisure for philos- 
ophy. The religious of all denominations agree in deploring the general 
want of relish for the momentous certainties, probabilities, and possibilities 
of the future.

The “ Notes on the Progress of Science for the 
Year 1856,” by the editor, are prepared with much judgment, and are a con- 
cise summary of the most prominent scientific events of the year, in which 
are not only recorded the hard and solid facts, but also the curious and en- 
tertaining. 


Geo. Rovt.epce & Co. send us Part IL. of their new illustrated edition of 
Shakespeare. It contains “ Love’s Labor Lost,” preceded by an elegant en- 
graved title, one of which is to accompany each play. We have also received 
“Tylney Hall,” a novel, by Tom Hood, and “ The Ladder of Life: a Heart 
Story,” by Amelia B. Edwards. These volumes are in Routledge’s cheap 
form—neatly trimmed and compact 12mo, with flexible covers. 


Parry & Macwrtran publish “The Sisters of Soleure: a Tale of the Six- 
teenth Century,” by C.8. W. This is a werk of much ability; treating of 
the early struggles of the reformed religion against Romanism, in Switzerland, 
illustrated by the history of individuals belonging to either faith. 


Mason Brotuers have just published “The New York Speaker: a Selee- 
tion of Pieces designed for Academic Exercises in Elocution, by Warren P. 
Edgarton.” The author is Professor of Oratory in Claverack Institute, and 
the selection of pieces comprised in the work “has been prepared with parti- 
cular reference to the class of institutions in which the compiler is occupied 
with the duties of instruction. The volume now offered will, it is hoped,

The title denotes 
the subject of the work, of which the author says: “Serious as the subject is, 
it has been my object to render my remarks, especially on the proper and 
needful qualifications for marriage, as inviting as the nature of the case will 
admit, for which purpose I have introduced not a few familiar anecdotes by 
way of illustration.” The work is intended as a companion to the author's 
previous production, “ Physiology of Marriage.” The same firm also favor us 
with the “ Laws of Health,” by William A. Alcott, M.D. Speaking of a prac- 
tical knowledge of the human anatomy, the author in his preface says: “This 
practical knowledge is indispensable to all. The yearly public loss in health 
and happiness—nay, in virtue too—which our citizens sustain for want of 
such information concerning themselves, is incalculable. Now, although we 
have many excellent works on anatomy and physiology, accompanied with 
occasional and incidental remarks on hygiene; yet for this specific purpose, 
we have nothing which is happily adapted to the immediate wants of schools 
and families. At least we have no work of hygiene which is exactly suitable 
to be used as a elass-book in the district schools. The object of this book is 
to fill the vacancy. It does indeed contain Anatomy oa Physiology; but 
they are only introduced as a means of explanation, illustration, or argument. 
My aim is, to take men, women, and children as they are, and teach them 
first, how to keep what health they already possess; and secondly, how daily 
and hourly to manufacture more.” . : 


C. M. Saxton & Co, publish the “ Mysteries of Bee Keeping Explained,” by 
M. Quinby, a practical bee-keeper. The author records the results of many 
years’ experience, and has made a work of much value to all who are pecu- 
niarily interested in the subject. His instructions are very minute, covering 
every contingency likely to arise, and his various directions seem sufficient 
to make any intelligent person competent to undertake the management of 
bees. “Chinese sugar Cane and Sugar Making,” is the title of a little book 
by Charles F. Stansbury, A.M., late Commissioner at the London Exhibition 
of the Industry of all Nations. The subject has aroused a strong interest 
among agriculturalists, who will not fail to avail themselves of this mono- 
graph, which so opportunely indicates a substitute for our fast-failing supply 
of West India sugar. x

Messrs. D. APPLETON & Co.—Geutlemen ;—I perceive by advertisements in the morn- 
ing papers that certain parties areendeavoring to cast reflections on your editions of Spiers’ 
and Surenne’s French Dictionaries. Though I have no interest in these works, yet, as ed- 
itor of the larger one, entitled “ Spiers’ and Surenne’s French and English Pronouncing 
Dictionary,” | may without impropriety ask the privilege of saying a tew words on the 
subject. ‘The public will be able to judge of the comparative merits of your edition and 
the “authorized edition,” the superiority of which is so strongly affirmed by the parties 
publishing it, when they are informed of the following facts: Sixteen months of hard labor 
were devoted to a revision of the work by your American editor—a critical examination
